Washington D. C., May 3.—[(Spe- 
cial.]—President Wilson practically 
has concluded negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the Danish West Indies. The 
price tentatively agreed upon is $5,- 
000,000. 

A treaty between Denmark and the 
United States providing for the trans- 
fer of the three little islands in the 
Antilles has been drafted by Secretary 
of State Lansing and Constantin Brun, 
the Danish minister here. 

Extraordinary measureg have been 
adopted to guarantee consummation of 
the deal which twice before has been 
frustrated by the opposition of the Ger- 
man government to acquisition of the 
islands by the United States. The plan 
is to’ put through the sc once 
while Germany is too yd the 
allies to interfere. 

Negotiations Secret. 

The utmost secrecy regarding the 
negotiations is being obsérved and it is 
intended to seek simultaneous ratifica- 
tion of the treaty by the American 
senate and the Danish parliament at @ 
single sittifig. 


President Wilson will have broken all 
records in the last fifty years for the 
peaceful extension of American dominion 
and influence. Me already has estab- 
lished a protectorate over Haiti and ac- 
quired a powerful influence over Nica- 
ragua by purchase of the interoceanic 
canal right of way. 


The Danish West Indies consist of the 


Thomas, and St. John, aggregating 138 
square miles and possessing a population 
of 27,086 persons, mainly free Negroes 
engaged in the cultivation of sugarcane. 
The islands, however, are of strategic | 
importance, particularly in relation to 
the Panama canal. ; 

Acquisition of the islands by an over- 
seas power would be regarded by the 
United States as a violation of the Mon- | 
roe doctrine. This menace will be re- 
moved by cession of the islands to the 
United States. 


Balked Twice Before. 

Seward negotiated the purchase of the 
islands in 1867 for $7,500,000, but the 
treaty failed of ratification by the senate. 
Germany once sought to buy the islands 
and the United States warned Denmark 
against making the salé. In 1902 Secre- 
tary of State Hay negotiated the pur- 
chase for $5,000,000, but the treaty was re- 
jected by the Danish parliament, as the 
result of German influence.

TELLS OF LEADERS’ DEATHS. 

~The officdal anmouncement of the 
tragic fate of the Irish rebel lead- 
ers came from Premier Asquith at the 
opening of the morning session of par- 
liament. The men, all of them signers 
of the “ declaration of freedom,” were 
shot to death in the Tower of London 
early this morning after a military tria! 
for sedition. Those executed were:

TO HASTEN CASEMENT TRIAL. 

Premier Asquith also announced that 
Sir Roger Casement, who was cap 
tured on a German vessel which was 
seeking to land arms in Ireland, would 
be tried as soon as possible. Casement 
is confined in a cell in the Tower, not 
far from the scene at which the firing 
squads snuffed out the lives of the four 
rebel leaders who eight daye ago had 
raised the curtain of revolution.

LONDON, May 8.—Two air raids on the 


northeast coast of England and south- 
east coast of Scotland within the 
last twenty-four hours were reported 
officially today. The total casualties were 
forty-nine persons killed and thirty-one 
injured. ) 

The first raid was made last night by 
% number of Zeppelins. About 100 bombs 
were dropped. Six men and three women 


were killed, and twenty men, eight wo} 


men anda child were injured. 

The secon raid was made by a German | 
seaplane on Deal thisafternoon. It drop- 
ped seven bombs, injuring a man and a 
woman before it was driven off by British 
aircraft. 

A Zeppelin was @riven ashore and 
destroyed this marning on the coast of 
Norway. Some members of its crew 
were rescued; others were drowned. 


Report on Zeppelin Raid. 3 
The official report of the Zeppelin raid 
last night follows: 

The Zeppelin raid last night cov- 
ered a considerable extent of the east- 
erm coast. At least five or six air- 
ships actually crossed the shore, 

Reports from reliable observers 
would point to the possibility of a 
greater number of airships having 
been employed off our coasts. The 
enemy, however, made only {wo at- 
tempts to penetrate inland. 

About 100 bombs were dropped, 
scattered over many localities. The 
exact number is difficult to give, since 
a great number fell in uninhabited 
areas and some into the sea. 


Most Damage in One Locality. 

In only a single locality did the raid- 
ers cause any casualties or effect much 
damage. In this case the bombe 
amounted to twelve explosive and four 
incendiary and eighteen houses were 
damaged. ' 

The casualties totaled six men—one 
of them a soldier—and three women 
killed and nineteen men, including 
three soldiers, and eight women in- 
jured—a total of thirty-six. 

The remaining seventy odd bombs 
occasioned only two casualties, one 
eoldier and one child slightly injured. 

The raiders only twice came within 
range of any anti-eircrett artillery. 
On doth occasions they retreated out 
of range without delay. 

Details of Second Raid. 

The offictal statementof the raid on Deal 
this efternoon by a German seaplane says 
no fatalities resulted, but two persons 

were injured.

Ohio Senator Believes, How- 
ever, Nations Must Be 
Fit to Meet Peril.

SHERMAN A SPEAKER. 


New York, May 5.—United States Sena- 
ter W®rren G. Harding of Ohio, address- 
ing the world court congress here tonight, 
pleaded for *‘a red blooded American- 
ism, armed and unafraid, so prepared for 
defense that we need never surrender our 
just rights before a world in arms.”’ 

“We must be fit to meet a peril,” he de- 
clared. “‘ ard there ever will be menaces 
until the leading nations of the earth join 
us in a committal to the cause of inter- 
national justice, Jjudically dec:ded,.” 

Senator Harding asserted it was easy to 
belicve in the fraternity of nations as well 
as states. 

“If a triple alliance, why not a world 
alliance?’ he asked. “If a quadruple 
entente, why not the entente of all civili- 
zation, in the name of justice for all man- 
kind?” 

“The man who expects justice as his 
right,’ he said, “‘ nvust freely grant it, as 
his duty. Before an international court 

of justice nations would suffer no more nor 
less than individuals do in their courts 
and the interrupted tranquillity of peace- 
ful pursuits would compensate tenfold.” 


Based on Outlawry. ; 

History indicates how a worid road to 
universal peace might be construed on 
the principle of outlawry and excommu- 
nication. foftmer Gov. Simeon Baldwin of 
Connecticut asserted in addressing the 
congress. | “ 

“ All religions,” declared Mr, Baldwin, 
‘* have found excommunication a pretty 
drastic remedy. I am myself not satis- 
fied that a reliance on public faith and 
public opinion might not be sufficient, 
unaided, to accomplish the end ip v:ew. 
But if compulsion be deemed necessary is 
there not fair ground for believing that it 
can be better exercised by excluding the 
recalcitrant state from intercourse with 
her associates than by a resort to arms?’ 


Race Tension a Big Factor. 
Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart cf Harvard 
said that race tension first must be taken 
into account in trying to bring about 
world peace and to esmblish a decieive 
tribunal. 

“ Unless some outlet {s given. the world 
over, for the submerged yet keenly con- 
scious race factions,”” he continued. 
‘there can be no guarantce against the 
outbreak of civil wars which may easily 
lead to world wars. 


“Defense War Only,’”’ Sherman. 

United States Senater Lawrence Y. 
Sherman of Illinois urged that America 
keep out of the European conflict, add- 
ing that ‘ defensive warfare we must 
igage only if thrust upon us. 

“A neutral republic possessed of the 
blood of all Europe, with the best of their 
institutions borrowed, © blended -~ and 
adapted to the uses of our country,” he 
eaid, * will be the most powerful agent 
in rewriting the shattered fabric of both 
Hague conventions.” 

President Wilson, it was announced, 
may attend the closing session of the 
congress tomorrow night.

Rebukes Members of the Con- 
servation Congress Because 
of “Packed” Delegates.

Washington, D. C., May 3.—[{Spectal. J— 
Charging that the convention | had been 
packed by the special interests, common- 
\y known as the “ water power trust,” 
Gifford Pinchot, former chief forester of 
the United States, warned the national 
conservation congress today that its 
doom is sealed and that hereafter it would 
cease to exist except us an adjunct of 
the power development interests. 

Mr. Pinchot was not the only one who 
eharged that the conservation congress 
pad been packed by the ** water power 
grabbers.’ It was reiterated by C. 8. 
Barrett, president of the farmers’ union, 
who presided over the meeting during 
the row today; by J. H. McSparren, chair- 
man of the legislative committee of the 
National Grange; by Harry L. Slattery, 
secretary of the N@tional Conservation 
association, a different organization; 
James R. Garfield, O. C. Merrill, angsev- 
eral other delegates. 

They declared they had seen enough 
with their own eyes since the meeting 
opened to convince them that there had 
been ample “ preparedmess ”’ om the part 
of the water power interests to carry out 
their purpose of having the convention 
indorse the Shields and Myers bills for 
turning over all the remajning water 
power sites in the United States to the 
water power trust, to which Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston called attention in 
a recent report to congress. 


Rebuke Given by Pinchot. 
To Mr~ Pinchot,

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Agree on Natfonal Censor Bill. 


Washington; May 3.—A bill to create 
a national board of censors to pass on 
all foreign and domestic moving picture 
films shown in this country and to pre- 
vent the importation and interstate ship- 
ment of immoral pictures was agreed 
upon today by the house education com- 


mittee. 


The measure will be reported this week. 
It would provide for a board of censors 
of five members, and a darge number of 
deputy censors, to be located in the larger 
cities of the country. All films except 
those dealing with current news would 
have to be submitted to censors before 
they could be released. Special permits 
would be provided for the temporary re- 
lease of news films subject to recall in 
“case the board decided they were im- 
proper. Shippers of improper films would 
be subject te fines ranging upward to 


$1,000. 


A fee of $2 on each original film and 
50 cents on each reprint would: be as- 
sessed egainst the producers, but pro- 
vision is thade for lowering this fee if it 
is found that the running expenses of the 
board can be met at a smaller cost than 
the total. revenue that would be pro- 


duced from this levy. 


: It is estimated 
that the total annual revenue from all 
sources at the proposed rate under pres- 
ent conditions would be about $130,000.
